PIKEMEN IN BATTLE. 


The Old Greek Phalanx Waa LIk* a 


Msis of Live Barbed Wir*, 


It is a long reach back from modern 


war methods and big guns to the days 
of the pike and the battleax. But in 
its time the pike did deadly work and 
used in the phalanx was a terrible 
weapon. 


A phalanx in the military affairs of 


Greece was a square battalion or body 
of soldiers formed in ranks and files 
compact and deep, with their shields 
joined and pikes crossing each other 
ao as to render it almost impossible t-i 
break it. At first the phalanx consisted 
of 4.000 men, but this number was aft- 
erward doubled by Philip of Uacedou. 
and tfa« doiiliie phalanx is hence often 
called the Macedonian phalanr. Polyl)- 
tea describes it thus: 


"It was a square of pikemen. con- 


sisting of sixteen in flank and 500 in 
front. The soldiers stood so close to- 
father that the pikes of the fifth rank 
«xten<3«d thre« fe*t beyond the front. 
Tb« rast, whos« pikes were not servj<-e- 
abl* owing to their distance from the 
front, touched them upon the ehoulders 
•f those who stood before them and. 
ao locking: them together in file, pressed 
forward to support and push on the 
former rank, by which means the as- 
sault was rendered more violent and 
trresistibla." Th« spears of those be 
hind also stopped the missiles of the 
anemy. Each man's pike was twenty- 
threa feet long. A grand phalanx con- 
sisted of 16.3S4 men.

Heat Reaching 163 Degree* Is Hurled 


into One's Face Like Sheet 


of Fira. 


When the caravans in olden days 


went Up f i »ru Sumareaiid and Bokhara 
to Mery for silks and carpets, or car- 
ried spices for Europe to the Caspian 
ports, some of them occasionally wan- 
dered off into the desert of Kara-Kum. 
and few of those ever returned. This 
dcst-rt. which is smaller but more ter- 
rible than Sahara, came to be known 
as "the tornb of caravans." 


If you were to venture into the 


desert of Kara-Kum you would travel 
by cjuii^l. 
At first yon ^ould pass 


through a land of scrubby Pushes and 
rest at noon near a well surrounded 
by a t;ny native village at the bottom 
of a dimple in the desert. And here 
you would feel your first touch of the 
desert heat—a heat that reaches 163 
iegree* in the sun and is hurled into 
j«ur fat* by the wind like a veritable 
sheet of fisme. 


IE th* comparative cool of evening 


y«u would push en into the desert 
proper. Presently from the top of R 
siight elevation you would see it reach- 
ing before you—a petrified storm at 
sea. an ocean of sand. 
There is 


nothing but sand, and it is tossed by 
a ceaseless w-ind Into billows miles 
long that creep forward perhaps a 
foot a year, burying everything in 
thtir path. The wind tears banners 
•f flying sand from their crests as you 
look, releasing cascades that go rum- 
bling into the burning hollows. 


The path across 
this desert is 


marked only by bits of bone and stick, 
occasionally by a Irnman skull. It is 
easily lost in the dark, and it is the 
thread which connects one shallow, 
muddy well with another. :\Iac? have 
lost it anr! they are still in the desert 
•f Kara-Sum.
